H     embarked  upon  a  centennial  campaign,  "2000  In 
■^  ■*     Sight."  This  campaign  represents  the  largest  fund-rais- 
ing effort  in  the  100-year  history  of  the  College.  The  purpos- 
es of  this  campaign  include  core  necessities  for  advancing 
our  academic  programs,  upgrading  facilities,  and  meeting  the 
financial  aid  needs  of  our  students.The  campaign  goal  of  $10 
million  over  seven  years  is  reachable  with  the  help  of  our 
alumni.   More  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  College 
we  must  call  upon  the  generosity  of  alumni  to  secure  the 
future  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry. 

In  response  to  the  question,  why  should  alumni  give  major 
funds  to  this  appeal,  former  Trustee  Vince  Fulmer  wrote, 
"Because  this  nation's  first,  oldest,  and  in  many  ways,  most 
respected  college  of  optometry  has  the  resolve,  determina- 
tion, and  legacy  to  continue  and  improve  in  the  future  what 
it  has  so  admirably  done  in  the  past.  And  because  a  purpose- 
ful investment  of  funds  in  this  institution  at  this  time  can 
yield  profound  humanitarian,  social,  and  scientific  benefits 
for  all  of  as."  I  cannot  improve  upon  this  response.   Your  sup- 
port of  this  campaign  will  ensure  that  the  College  continues 
to  be  an  innovative  leader  in  optometric  education  well  into 
the  next  century. 

In  preparation  for  the  centennial  campaign,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  developed  new  methods  of  giving  that  will 
enable  alumni  to  make  significant  gifts,  yet  maintain  income 
from  those  assets.  One  of  these  is  the  College's  first  pooled 
income  fund.   Your  gift,  $5,000  or  more,  to  this  fund  will  be 
invested  through  the  State  Street  Bank  in  a  separate  invest- 
ment trust.  Income  earned  by  the  fund  is  distributed  to  you 
or  other  named  beneficiaries  during  your  (their)  lifetime. 
The  gift  only  becomes  available  to  the  College  at  the  death 
of  the  named  beneficiaries.   In  addition  to  providing  income 
from  donated  assets,  the  pooled  income  vehicle  provides  you 
with  significant  tax  benefits.  Capital  gain's  tax  on  appreciat- 
ed assets  can  be  avoided,  estate  taxes  can  be  reduced,  and  a 
portion  of  the  gift  can  be  deducted  against  ordinary  income. 
Although  the  pooled  income  fund  will  not  meet  the  needs  of 
all  alumni,  it  serves  as  an  important  giving  alternative  for 
some  alumni.  We  are  pleased  to  provide  the  benefits  of  this 
plan  to  our  alumni.  If  you  would  like  more  information  about 
this  exciting  new  program,  please  contact  me  directly  for  fur- 
ther information. 

This  year  you  will  be  hearing  more  about  the  "2000  In 
Sight"  campaign  and  the  giving  alternatives  that  have  been 
developed  to  benefit  our  supporters.  Although  we  have 
received  approximately  $3  million  in  gifts  and  in  pledges 
during  the  first  year  of  the  campaign,  we  will  need  your  sup- 
port to  meet  our  goal.

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College  Receives  $2.3  Million 
From  National  Eye  Institute 


The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  pleased  to  announce 

that  the  National  Eye  Institute 

recently  awarded  two  key  grants  to  members  of  our  faculty. 

Dr.  David  Troilo  has  received  a  five  year  research  grant  in  the  amount  of  $  1  miUion. 

Dr.  Troilo  is  an  associate  professor  of  biosciences  and  a  researcher  in  the  new  Myopia 

Research  Center.  In  his  research,  he  uses  biological  models  to  investigate  how  eye 


growth  is  regulated.  His  work  with  these  models  will  allow  him  to  experimentally  sim- 
ulate conditions  that  can  lead  to  myopia  development.  Once  these  conditions  are 

identified,  clinically  effective  treatments  can  be  developed. 
Dr.  Jane  Gwiazda  and  the  Children's  Vision  Laboratory  research  team  have  been 
awarded  a  four  year  research  grant  in  the  amount  of  $  1 .3  million.  This  team,  which 
includes  Dr.  Richard  Held,  Dr.  Frank  Thorn,  and  Mr  Joe  Bauer,  has  collaborated  on 
research  since  the  1970's  and  has  become  an  international  leader  in  studying  the 
development  of  myopia  in  children.  The  laboratory,  formerly  known  as  the  Infant 
Vision  Laboratory,  changed  its  name  to  reflect  the  shift  in  emphasis  from  infants  to 
young  children.  The  laboratory  has  studied  approximately  2,000  infants  since  its  incep- 
tion. The  project  is  unique  for  its  large  subject  pool  and  its  longitudinal  study  of  the 
development  of  visual  mechanisms  in  infants  and  children.  Their  work  has  recently 
focused  on  the  study  of  progressive  myopia  in  a  large  group  of  school-age  children  who 

have  been  monitored  since  infancy.  During  the  next  four  year  phase  of  the  project. 
Dr.  Gwiazda  and  her  associates  will  be  studying  the  hereditary  and  environmental  fac- 
tors that  underlie  the  normal  growth  patterns  of  the  eye  and  those  which  may  be 
implicated  in  producing  abnormal  growth,  resulting  in  myopia  in  school-age  children.

College  Receives  $410,000  Grant 

The  Office  of  Minority  Student  Services  is  pleased  to  announce  a  $410,000  Health  Care  Opportunities 
Program  (HCOP)  federal  grant  to  be  disbursed  over  the  next  three  years  in  support  of  the  College's 
Optometric  Career  Access  Program  (OCAP)  for  minority/disadvantaged  students. 

The  College  was  one  of  the  21  schools  chosen  from  a  pool  of  over  200  applicants.  The  OCAP  program 
was  created  in  1985  to  increase  opportunities  for  the  underrepresented  populations  in  the  field  of 
optometry  while  also  ensuring  an  academic  environment  conducive  to  varied  cultural  backgrounds. 

Each  year  thirty-three  eligible  HCOP/OCAP  (minority/disadvantaged)  students  are  chosen  to  partici- 
pate in  OCAP's  six  week  program.

Polymer  Technology  $20,000 
Grant 

For  the  past  five  years.  Polymer  Technology  has  awarded 
the  College  an  annual  grant  of  $20,000.  With  this  grant, 
the  New  England  Eye  Institute  (NEEI)  has  been  able  to 
increase  its  contact  lens  preceptors  while  decreasing  the 
number  of  students  per  preceptor. 

This  year's  grant  will  fund  the  Grand  Rounds  program  for 
third  year  students,  the  Capstone  Program  for  final  year 
students,  marketing  programs  for  NEEI,  and  rigid  gas  per- 
meable (R.G.P.)  fitting  and  patient  care  enhancement 
seminars  for  final  year  students.  Dr.  Paul  White  ('61), 
who  has  been  instrumental  in  the  development  and 
implementation  of  these  programs,  says,  "Polymer 
Technology's  support  of  optometric  education  in  general 
and  the  College  in  specific  is  outstanding.  Their  support 
helps  us  provide  a  higher  level  of  education  and  care.

$10,000  CIBA/ASCO  Grant 

Dr.  Roger  Wilson  ('80)  of  the  Clinical  Services  Division  is 
pleased  to  announce  a  $10,000  total  quality  education 
(TQE)  grant,  funded  by  CIBA  Vision  Corporation,  and 
administered  jointly  by  the  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  Optometry  (ASCO)  and  CIBA  Vision.  Their 
objective  is  to  assist  schools  and  colleges  in  the  develop- 
ment and  implementation  of  total  quality  management 
(TQM)  concepts  into  optometric  education. 

The  grant  also  partially  underwrote  the  College's  fourth 
annual  Preceptors'  Conference  held  at  the  College  April 
27-28.  Approximately  60  clinical  faculty  attended  with 
representation  from  all  of  the  College's  extensive  campus- 
based  and  affiliated  programs.  The  objectives  of  the  con- 
ference were  to  provide  preceptors  with  strategies  to: 
1 )  enhance  students'  problem-solving  skills  in  the  clinical 
setting;  2)  provide  feedback  to  students  in  a  manner  which 
would  improve  clinical  thinking;  and  3)  share  clinical  edu- 
cation concepts  with  other  institutions.
